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IN THE CLAIMS : 

1. (Currently Amended) A method in an application server configured for 
responding to hypertext transport protocol (HTTP) requests, the method comprising: 

storing, in response to a first HTTP request, storing an XML document that 
specifies a call number of a second party for a user, a ca ll numb e r of a s e cond party, 
retrieving the stored XML document based on a second HTTP request by the 

user; 

based on the retrieved XML document, generating a first hypertext markup 
language (HTML) document , bas e d on th e r e tri e v e d XML docum e nt, having instructions 
including the call number for accessing the second party, and 

based on a prescribed input received from the second party, selectively 
generating a second HTML document , bas e d on a pr e scr i b e d input r e c ei v e d from th e 
s e cond party, having instructions for connecting the second party with the user. 

2. (Original) The method according to claim 1, wherein the stored XML 
document includes a call number of the user and a prompt sequence for accessing the 
second party, the first HTML document including the prompt sequence and the second 
HTML document including the call number of the user. 

3. (Currently Amended) A method in an application server configured for 
responding to hypertext transport protocol (HTTP) reguests, the method comprising: 

in response to a first HTTP reguest, storing an XML document that specifies a 
call number of a second party for a user 

retrieving the stored XML document based on a second HTTP reguest by the 

user: 
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based on the retrieved XML document generating a first hypertext markup 
language (HTML) document having instructions including the call number for accessing 
the second party, 

based on a prescribed input received from the second party, selectively 
generating a second HTML document having instructions for connecting the second 
party with the user, 

wherein the stored XML document includes a call number of the user and a 
prompt seguence for accessing the second party, the first HTML document including the 
prompt seguence and the second HTML document including the call number of the 
user, and 

The method accord i ng to c l a i m 2, furth e r compr i s i ng generating a third HTML 
document that specifies a form including entry fields for the user's call number, the call 
number of the second party, and the prompt sequence, the method including receiving 
the form specifying the user's call number, the call number of the second party and the 
prompt sequence, in the entry field prior to the storing step. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 3, wherein the storing 
step includes dynamically generating the XML document based on the form. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein the 
instructions of the first HTML document include recording a voice message indicating to 
the second party that the user wants to speak with the second party. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method in an application server for executing a voice 
application, the method comprising: 

receiving an HTTP request requesting a voice application from a user, the voice 
application being specified in an XML document including information for connecting 
with a call number of the user and with a call number of a second party, 
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based on the XML document generating a first hypertext markup language 
(HTML) document , bas e d on th e XML docum e nt, having instructions including the call 
number for accessing the second party, and 

based on a prescribed input received from the second party, selectively 
generating a second HTML document , bas e d on a pr e scr i bed i nput r e c e iv e d from the 
s e cond party, having instructions for connecting the second party with the user. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 6, wherein the XML 
document includes a prompt sequence for accessing the second party, the first HTML 
document including the prompt sequence. 

8. (Currently Amended) A method in an application server for executing a voice 
application, the method comprising: 

receiving an HTTP reguest reguesting a voice application from a user, the voice 
application being specified in an XML document including information for connecting 
with a call number of the user and with a call number of a second party. 

based on the XML document, generating a first hypertext markup language 
(HTML) document having instructions including the call number for accessing the 
second party, 

based on a prescribed input received from the second party, selectively 
generating a second HTML document having instructions for connecting the second 
party with the user. 

wherein the XML document includes a prompt seguence for accessing the 
second party, the first HTML document including the prompt seguence. and 

The method according to c l aim 7, further comprising generating a third HTML 
document that specifies a form including entry fields for the user's call number, the call 
number of the second party, and the prompt sequence, the method including specifying 
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the user's call number, the call nunnber of the second party and the prompt sequence, in 
the entry field. 

9. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 8, wherein the XML 
document is dynamically generated based on the form. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 6, wherein the 
instructions of the first HTML document include recording a voice message indicating to 
the second party that the user wants to speak with the second party. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) An application server configured for developing an 
executable voice application, the application server including: 

an application runtime environment configured for generating a first hypertext 
markup language (HTML) document based on an XML document, the first HTML 
document having instructions including a call number for accessing a second party, and 
the application runtime environment generating a second HTML document based on a 
prescribed input received from the second party, the second HTML document having 
instructions for connecting the second party with a user, and 

a storage medium configured for storing the XML document. 

12. (Previously Presented) The application server according to claim 11, 
wherein the application runtime environment inserts an application parameter into an 
XML page prior to generating the HTML document. 

13. (Previously Presented) The application server according to claim 11, 
wherein the application runtime environment sends the first HTML document specifying 
a blank form for creation of the XML document in response to an initial HTTP request 
specifying creation of the XML document. 
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14. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium having stored thereon 
sequences of instructions for executing a voice application, the sequences of 
instructions including instructions for performing the steps of: 

receiving, from a browser, an HTTP request for a form having entry fields for 
inserting input application parameters specifying infomiation for connecting with a call 
number of a user and with a call number of a second party, 

inserting the input application parameters into an XML document defining an 
operation of the executable voice application, 

based on the XML document, generating a first hypertext markup language 
(HTML) document , bas e d on th e XML docum e nt, having instructions including the call 
number for accessing the second party, and 

based on a prescribed input received from the second party, selectively 
generating a second HTML document , bas e d on a pr e scr i b e d i nput r e c e iv e d from th e 
second party, having instructions for connecting the second party with the user. 

15. (Previously Presented) The medium according to claim 14, wherein the 
XML document includes a prompt sequence for accessing the second party. 

16. (Currently Amended) An application server for executing a voice 
application, the application server comprising: 

in response to a first HTTP request, means for storing , i n r e spons e to a f i rst 
HTTP requ e st, an XML document that specifies a call number of a second party for a 
user, a cal l numb e r of a s e cond party, 

based on the XML document, means for generating a first hypertext markup 
language (HTML) document , bas e d on th e — XML docum e nt, having instructions 
including the call number for accessing the second party, and 
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based on a prescribed input received from the second party, means for 
selectively generating a second HTML document , bas e d on a pr e scrib e d i nput r e c ei v e d 
from th e s e cond party, having instructions for connecting the second party with the 
user. 
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
